SALONIKA, Greece, Nov. 8.—(BUP) 
claimed today that an Italian attempt to launch a blitzkrieg 
in the direction of Salonika through Florina had been 
wrecked. 

The Greeks claimed that they had brought the Italian 
drive through Florina to a halt and that two crack Italian 
regiments, which had been entrusted with making an im- 
portant thrust through to Salonika, had been dispersed or 
captured by Greek forces. 

Italian aircraft activity was said to have been restrict- 
ed considerably because of the accuracy of Greek anti-air- 
craft fire and overcast skies on the Florina front. 

Captured Italian war material continued to arrive at 
Salonika.
